This may be admitted, 
and still the fact is that railroad wages were indefensibly low 
at that time. The question to be considered is whether or not 
the insufficiency of that period is to be a permanent wage policy 
in America. 


Congress instructed the board to consider the cost of living 


among the other factors in determining wages. The board 
ought to determine for itself the standard of living to be al- 
lowed the various classes of workers and then reckon the wage 
necessary to provide such incomes. It would probably be deem- 
ed, after inquiry, quite impracticable to fix wages immediately 
at any adequate sums. It would do no harm, however, for the 
country to be honest and frank in the matter. In time the mere 
knowledge that the industry was not paying for the support of 
those whose energies-it absorbed might lead to reform.

tainly it cannot be argued that the American nation is per- 
manently incompetent to pay living wages to workers in essen- 
tial industries.. 


The strike, if the workers should authorize a demonstra- 


tion of protest, would be hardly more than a gesture of despair. 
In accordance with the law the workers have the right to strike
